New Location 


Our new location in Columbia Station, Ohio will be found to be 
more readily accessible than was our previous location in Rocky River. 
We are located on State Route 252 a half mile north of State Route 82. 
This is about twenty miles southwest of Cleveland. Route 252 crosses all 
numbered highways west from Cleveland; Route 82 crosses all numbered 
highways south from Cleveland. Make it a point to visit us at any 
time of the year. Visitors are always welcome. 


New Era 


A new era in the control of dahlia pests may be near at hand. Dr. 
R. B. Neiswander of the Ohio Experiment Station has been testing 
some of the new systemic poisons on his experimental dahlia plot at 
the Station. These poisons are applied to the soil from which they are 
taken in by the plant, which then becomes toxic to pests. When we ex- 
amined the plots in early October it appeared that results were excel- 
lent, altho Dr. Neiswander is unwilling to recommend this method pending 
further experiments. When systemic poisons are fully accepted it will be 
a boon to the small home gardener who will not need expensive and cum- 
bersome spraying or dusting equipment. A small amount of the material 
may be incorporated in the soil, or applied on the soil surface, by hand. 


Another project worth watching is the use of antibiotics for the 
control of plant diseases, either thru immunization of the plant to disease, 
or the actual cure of diseased plants. However, this does not seem as near 
at hand as the use of systemic poisons, but work is progressing toward 
eventual success 


General Information 
PLEASE READ CAREFULLY 
ORDER EARLY 


Early orders have first call on varieties which are in limited supply. Also the 
earlier you order the more likely that your order will be shipped at the time you 
request. During the heaviest shipping periods, more orders are booked for ship- 
ment on specified days than can possibly be handled on those days so they are 
shipped in the order in which they are received. 


DEPOSITS 
No deposit required. Just send in your order. Pay anytime before shipping date. 


PLANT ORDERS 

Plant orders are booked for shipment on the date specified by the purchaser. 
Shipments will be made as nearly on time as possible, subject to priority in 
ordering and other factors beyond our control, such as: the failure of a variety 
to produce cuttings early or in the quantity normally expected, inability to 
“harden off” plants out-of-doors preparatory to shipment because of severe 
weather, freezing temperatures at time shipment should be made, periods of 
heavy rains which slow up gathering of orders from the cold frames and the 
actual packing of the wet plants and saturated soil, strikes or threatened strikes 
affecting transportation or materials required in packing the orders. Kindly 
bear these factors in mind if your order does not reach you when expected, and 
rest assured we will do our utmost to get your order to you as promptly as 
conditions will allow. 

Sometimes part of your order may be shipped at one time and the balance 
later when the plants become available. In the event we are unable to com- 
plete the order a refund will be made by check (stamps in amounts of less than 
one dollar) at a later date. During the heavy shipping season there may be a 
delay of as much as four or five weeks in the mailing of refunds. No credits 
are carried over from one year to another. If your refund has not been received 
by July ist, notify us and the matter will be given prompt attention. 

Plants received in poor condition will not be replaced unless special delivery, 
or special handling, postage was included with payment. Add forty-five cents for 
special delivery, or if you do not have special delivery service from your post- 
office, add thirty-five cents ior special handling. If plants are not received in 
growing condition, a ‘‘bad condition’’ report must be obtained from your post 
office, and forwarded to us, if replacement is to be in order. 

POSTAGE 
We pay the regular postage on retail orders of $5.00 or more. On orders of less 
than $5.00, add fifty cents for postage and packing. Purchaser pays all special 
charges such as air mail, special delivery, etc. All wholesale orders are F.O.B. 
Columbia Station. 
CONDITIONS OF SALE 
All stock shipped from our nursery is guaranteed to be true to name and in 
growing condition upon arrival. Stock failing to meet these conditions must be 
reported to us as soon as the failure becomes apparent, if replacement is desired. 
Because of many conditions beyond our control, we can not be held responsible 
for growing failures once the stock has been planted. 
SUBSTITUTION 
We never substitute one variety for another unless specifically requested to do so. 
If you have second or third choices you may list them on the order. 
EXPORTS 
Customers in other countries should obtain import permits from their depart- 
ment of agriculture and the necessary information regarding importation into 
their country. If no permit is required that fact should be stated on the order. 
SALES TAX 
Residents of Ohio must include the three per cent sales tax with remittance.

ABBREVIATIONS 
The letters immediately following the name of a variety are the key to the 
classification of that variety. The 1957 BLUE BOOK classifications are based on 
the joint, revised classification by The Central States Dahlia Society and The 
American Dahlia Society, but can not be regarded as official as changes will be 
made aiter this is written. We believe it will be found to he substantially correct. 

First letter in the classification code following the name of the variety indl- 
cates the size; the second letter indicates the type; the third one indicates the 
color. AS an example, A-FD-W would mean the variety was a large variety 
normally growing over eight inches in diameter, formal decorative in type, white 
in color. See under “classification” belcw for full key. 

Following the classification code is the name of the grower (in parenthesis) 
who introduced the variety. In the case of more recent introductions the name 
of the originator is also given and separated from the name of the introducer by 
a hyphen as (Wolbert-Rocky River) which indicates Mr. Wolbert was the origina- 
tor of the variety and it was introduced by us. In the case of foreign introduc- 
tions, which are indicated by an asterisk (*) the originator and introducer may 
be unknown or vague.

Dahlia 


Green Plants 


Dahlia ‘“‘green plants” or simply “‘plants” 
as we refer to them in this book are little 
dahlia plants grown from cuttings. The 
cuttings are taken from selected clumps 
which are started into growth in the 
greenhouses during the late winter 
months. As soon as the sprouts are long 
enough to handle, they are taken off and 
placed in a special rooting medium. When 
the cuttings are rooted they are potted 
into three inch pots in a soil selected, or. 
prepared to hold together in shipment. 


After potting, our plants ‘are carefully 
grown and constantly watched to insure 
plants of highest quality. At just the right 
time they are moved from the greenhouses 
DAHLIA GREEN PLANT into cold frames for the extremely import- 
ant and exacting ‘‘hardening” process. 


Our plants are shipped to all parts of the country in paper shipping pots, care- 
fully packed to insure safe arrival. (See the paragraph on plants under “CULTURAL 
HINTS” in the back of this book). 


Properly grown plants produce flowers as early as flowers are produced from 
roots. As a rule the flowers from plants are superior. Growth, and total productivity 
of bloom, are equal to bushes grown from roots. Good clumps are formed for carry- 
ing the variety over winter. Plants are sold cheaper, not because of any difference 
in their worth, but because by use of careful propagation methods we are able to 
produce several plants from one root.

Altho we do not recommend the purchase of rooted cuttings by any who have 
had no previous experience with them, except on a trial at purchaser’s own risk, we 
will furnish high grade, well rooted cuttings of varieties which are !isted in plants in 
this book. Prices are one third less than the price of a plant of that same variety. 
Rooted cuttings are guaranteed to reach the purchaser in growing condition if sent 
by “special delivery’’ or “special handling’ parcel post, but we can not assume re- 
sponsibility for loss of the cuttings once they have been received in good condition. 


When cuttings are received they should be planted at once and watered well. 
For the first two or three days they shouid be protected from direct sunlight and 
draughts. By the end of that time, the roots will have started to establish themselves 
in the soil, and a gradual exposure to sun and normal growing conditions should be 
made. Rooted cuttings do require some attention for the first few days, but once 
past that stage they will develop into fine plants with gratirying results. 


Rooted cuttings may be obtained four to six weeks before time to plant in the 
garden, planted in pots or plant bands and grown into good sized, strong plants by 
the time to plant outside. Or, as scme prefer, they may be purchased for delivery 
a week or ten days before intended planting in the garden, gradually hardened to 
Outside conditions and then set right into the garden as one would any other un- 
potted plant. This method requires a iittle more attention to details of conditioning 
the cuttings, but has the advantage of better and straighter roots when the clumps 
are dug the next fall. 


Pot Roots 


Pot roots are tiny clumps, or individual roots, which have been grown in three 
inch rots. Asa planting unit, they are planted, and perform, similarly to roots, but 
at a lower initial ccst. For propagating, they are excellent for producing a few cut- 
tings, usually more rapidly than a fully matured field grown root. They are especial- 
ly suited for early Southern planting as they are available at any time. We suggest 
Southern growers who have been using plants try them to avoid the disappointments 
somctimes experienced because plants can not be produced early enough for very 
early planting. They are also ideal for cthers who have not had full success in pro- 
ducing good clumps from plants. It will be well to remember, when first buying pot 
roots, that in spite of their meager size, they have vigor and vitality which often 
surpasses that of field grown roots. Invariably, they produce a better clump of roots 
the tollowing fall than do field grown roots, especially if the latter are large when 
Planted. Like field grown roots, they are less subject to stem and crown rots in win- 
ter storage than are clumps produced by green plants. 


Clumps 


Clumps are the entire group of roots attached to one plant as dug in the fall. 
For those who prefer to purchase clumps for fall delivery, and are willing to assume 
the respensibility of currying them over winter, we supply the finest clumps that can 
be had, at a saving over-what the roots on that clump would cost in the spring. Our 
list of clump prices is available in early fall, but only to those who send in a special 
request for it, and those who bought clumps from us the previous fall. Clump orders 
must be in our hands in time for the clumps to be shipped before December 15th. 
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Roots 


Roots referred to in this catalog, are what are sometimes called ‘‘tubers,”’ ‘‘toes,’’ 
“potatoes’”’ etc., but which are actually (botanically) enlarged fleshy roots. 'A root is 
a division from a clump, with a portion of the crown (base of stalk) attached, on 
which there is one live eye, or sprout. Should the root you wish to plant have more 
than a single eye, it is advisable that the extra eyes be cut out, as each eye produces 
an independent plant. Planting two eyes in one hill would result in two plants 
growing where there should be but one.

We are of the opinion that the “Honor Roll” set-up as it is now, is 
not in the best interests of our originators, ourselves, or the official 
A. D. S. Trial Grounds. As a result we withdrew from the program last 
spring. None of our proposed introductions were sent to any of the Honor 
Roll testers by us, and none will be as long as the situation remains as 
it is. 

Our introductions are first grown here two years, with rare excep- 
tions, and selections made on the basis of performance. We feel qualified, 
after more than twenty years as introducers, to determine which varities 
have sufficient quality and public appeal to warrant introduction.

BARBARA JEAN (Schmidt-Rocky River) A ten inch cactus of a medium 
shade of pink. Very full petaled blooms, with high full centers, giving 
added depth. Prime blooms show a decided tendency of the petals to 
break toward the side giving a pin-wheel effect. It attracted consider- 
able attention at the Midwest Show in Cincinnati in 1955 when shown 
as #4701. It was awarded a Certificate of Merit at the Cincinnati 
Trial Ground in 1956, and at Long Island in 1955.

Shown seven 
times in seedling competition, it won five AMERICAN HOME Achieve- 
ment Medals at the following shows: Milwaukee, Central States, Mid- 
west at Moline, Southtown, and St. Louis. In each of the séven shows 
it scored 85 or better in Seedling Sweepstakes competition.

HOME Achievement Medal, an honor which it was also accorded at 
Indianapolis. Root $15.00 net, Plant $5.00 net 


DOTTY (Haugh-Rocky River) A real gem for the miniature class. This 
yellow formal has everything a good miniature should have. Light yel- 
low, almost ball-shaped with nice full centers. Very early and prolific. 
Fine for exhibition and it handles well for commercial cutting too. 
Blooms average about three inches in diameter on proper type stems. 
Seedling Sweepstakes award at Cleveland.

FRANNY GRACE (Rich-Rocky River) This miniature formal’s chief dis- 
tinction is its brilliant rich red color. Low growing, free blooming 
plants are a bright spot in the garden. Blooms average about 3% 
inches in diameter.

GIANT BEAUTY (Marlow-Lundgren-Rocky River) Here we have extreme 
size. Some have called it the largest dahlia grown. Fifteen inches at 
the Oakland Trial Grounds in 1955 and eleven and one half inches 
at East Lansing in 1956. It was awarded Certificates of Merit at both 
of the foregoing and also at Long Island. Winner of the DERRILL W. 
HART Medal for large dahlias with the highest average score at 
three Trial Grounds. We had thirteen and one half inch blooms in the 
field. Broad petals of a color hard to describe; a sort of dark rose 
with tints of buff, purple, and with yellow at base of petals. Will 
probably be classed informal altho close to being borderline formal. 
Not too much substance but a real giant.

It was never shown in seedling com- 
petition, but has been a frequent winner in open-to-all competition.

ANNA PARRELLA (Rolloff-Parrella) A dark red and white informal bi- 
color. Cardinal red with generous white tips. Blooms about 7% by 3% 
inches with eight to ten inch stems. Blooms are held facing the side 
on medium size plants. Plant $3.50 net 


ART LINKLETTER (Comstock) A very large semi cactus of primrose 
yellow, with blooms up to 14 inches in diameter, as reported by the 
originator. Long, strong stems. Vigorous plants with dark green 
foliage. Plant $5.00 net 

CABIN BEAUTY (Happy Cabin) A light blend of mimosa yellow, heavily 
blushed mauve. This 6% inch semi cactus has a long, wiry, stem and 
should make a fine cut flower, as well as being a good exhibition 
variety. Plant $3.50 net 

CARRIE MAC AVOY (Pennypack) A large, semi cactus of gold blended 
with rich apricot. Ten inch stems hold blooms facing the side. Blooms 
average about 10 inches. Plants medium to low growers with small, 
dark green foliage. Plant $5.00 net 

CHARLES ONDRICK (Roberts-Ruschmohr) A dark blend, semi cactus 
averaging about 9% inches in diameter with exceptional depth. It 
is a dusky autumn of burnt sienna, overlaid mallow rose.

DARK LUSTRE (Dahliadel) An orchid type of deep velvety purple color. 
‘Blooms about 3 inches in diameter. Color does not fade. Excellent 
stems. Profuse bloomer. Plant $1.50 net

deepened with lines of red, and with long white tips. Blooms about 
8 inches in diameter on medium plants. Stems are long and straight. 
Foliage is dark green. Plant $3.50 net 


NINA GERHARDT (Shephart-Ruschmohr) Informal. Unusual color of 
spinel red, suffused chrysanthemum red, with reverse of petals tipped 
gold. The gold reverse shows on the face of blooms. Medium size 
blooms averaging about 8 inches in diameter. Plant $3.50 net 


NUTLEY SUNRISE (Frey-Dahliadel) An 8 inch incurved cactus. Bright 
apricot base with burnt orange suffusions and shadings of rose. A 
dark blend. Petals curl and twist giving added depth to blooms.

SUNSETKIST (Forest) A 7 inch informal decorative of Indian orange. 
Long stems hold flowers facing side. Plants of medium height with 
dark green foliage.

Unless otherwise mentioned in the description of the variety, the plants 
are of medium height. 


SIZE 
Size of blooms as given at the end of the description of each variety is 
by no means the maximum. Many of those listed as ten inch blooms — 
have been grown twelve to thirteen inches in diameter. Size is indi- 
cated thusly: 10x6, which indicates a ten inch diameter and a depth of 
six inches, 


ADELAIDE B-FD-Or (Nicholson-Rocky River) A medium size formal dec- 
orative without much competition in it’s class. The color is a lively or- 
ange. Petals roll completely back to the stem forming a ball shaped 
flower. The stems are long and graceful, holding the blooms well 
above the tall plants. Size 61%4x3.

*ADOLPH MAYER A-SC-Dk R This excellent variety from Holland comes 
nearer to being black than any dahlia in this list. The deep garnet 
red flowers are of good size; the petals have a velvety appearance and 
it keeps well when cut. Stems are ideal. A strong, freely branching 
plant, with dark green foliage. Abundant flowering habits. It is also 
a fine root maker. Size 9x3. Plant $1.00 


AGLOW A-ID-Au (Dahliadel) Warm amber yellow, heavily suffused scar- 
let on the center area of each petal, and with a golden sheen over all. 
Fine open grower producing good blooms on long, strong, stems, Size 
10x4. ‘Root $1.50 


~ ADELAIDE ALICE MAY 
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ALABASTER B-FD-W (Tomczak-Parrella) A well formed white formal 
with good depth. Good stems hold blooms facing side above the tall, 
rugged plants, Size 7x3. Root $2.00, Pot Root $1.50, Piant $1.00 


ALCAZAR A-SC-Dk R (Ballay) A nicely formed flower of good size. The 
color is an unusual fuchsia red with a trace of cerise. Habit of growth 
is excellent. Size 9x4. Root $1.00 


*ALICE MAY A-ID-W This one from Australia might well be described 
as a white Lord of Autumn. The blooms are large and of great depth. 
Stems, foliage, and substance are excellent. The low growing plants 
produce many fine exhibition blooms. Size 9x5.

ALLWAYS A-IC-Pk (Phillips-Rocky River) A well formed straight cactus 
of empire rose with salmon at centers. Petals are well rolled and have 
good substance. Plants are naturally free branching, and wide spread- 
ing in growth, producing abundantly from midseason until frost.

PLANT SPROUTED ROOTS 


Nearly every root sent out by us 
at planting time is sprouted when it 
leaves our packing room. Should 
that sprout be broken off, place the 
root in damp lightweight material 
in a warm room for a week or ten 
days. Re-sprouting will be faster, 
and surer, than if planted in the 
garden. Much rotting in the ground 
will be eliminated. 


Frequently sprouts become too 
long, in which case it is advisable 
to cut the sprout off two or three 
inches above the root, and just 
above a node. Normally two sprouts 
will develope at the topmost node, 
one of which may be cut off if 
desired. 


RED GLAMOUR 
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LOST LABELS 


Lost labels can be largely avoided 
by attaching them to one of the 
roots, instead of to the stalk. Stalks 
shrink in storage allowing the labels 
to slip off. 


The best, and most permanent 
marking for labels is India Water- 
proof ink, such as used by drafts- 
men. Use painted (or treated) labels, 
and apply the ink with an old foun- 
tain pen. With a little practice, one 
can do a very neat job, and the la-

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DAHLIA SEED 


Sow dahlia seed during the month of March in flats, or flower pots, 
with good drainage. Soil should be porous. Place the seeds on top of the 
soil and then cover the seeds with about a quarter inch of horticultural 
grade Vermiculite. Sand is a satisfactory substitute for Vermiculite, but 
will require more attention to keep it properly moist. Water as often as 
necessary to maintain moisture at the seed level. The first seedlings will 
appear in a few days, while.others may require a month, or several weeks 
to come up. High germination is largely dependent upon maintaining a 
proper supply of moisture over the entire period. 


Seedlings may be transplanted to other flats (of soil) or into flower 
pots after they have been up about a week.

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Cultural Hints 


Although dahlias may be grown in almost any ordinary garden soil, to produce a 
beautiful effect in massed color with but little attention, they respond very readily 
to a little extra care. 


Fine dahlias are the result of a number of factors, most important of which are: 
(1) good vigorous disease-free stock; (2) choice of varieties which naturally produce 
high quality blooms; (3) location of the garden; (4) proper planting; (5) cultivation; 
(6) intelligent fertilization and spraying; (7) pruning and dis-budding; and (8) the 
“successful winter storage of the clumps. ¢ : 


Factors (1) and (2) need no comment other than that varieties which we offer 
in this catalog are the result of several years of careful selection from the finest 
novelties placed on the market from all parts of the world. Each year we try many 
new sorts, then discard those which have no definite place in the better class gar- 
dens, and offer only the best to our customers. Our fields are carefully and fre- 
quently inspected. All inferior plants and those showing any symptoms of disease 
fre destroyed. Our cultural methods are productive of the very finest quality roots 
and plants obtainable. . 


Selection of the location for the garden is usually quite restricted, but fortu- 
nately dahlias will do weli in any type of soil and in a wide variety of climate. A 
good site is one that receives several hours of sunlight each day and has good drain- 
age, sc that water does not stand on the ground very long after rains. More import- 
ant than the type of soil, or the location of the garden, is the condition of the soil 
at pianting time, and during the growing season. We believe that more failures 
with dahlias are due to the lack of proper conditioning of the soil than to any other 
Single factor. This is especially regrettable since it is a factor which may be easily 
coltrolled. 

The soil of the garden should be kept loose while the plants are growing, espe- 
cially in the early part of the season. Light, sandy soils need the least preparation, 
providing they contain enough humus to hold a sufficient amount of moisture. Hu- 
mus may be supplied by planting a cover crop of rye in the fall to spade under in 
the spring, peet moss mixed into the soil, barnyard manures, and by vegetative refuse 
Such as lawn grass clippings, leaves, etc. 

Heavy clay soils may be made lighter by the generous use of furnace ashes or 
cinders mixed with the soil of the garden, or just in the hills. Lime also tends to 
loosen the soil but should not be used oftener than every four or five years and 
never in connection with barnyard manures. A cover crop of rye also aids in the 
loosening or lightening of the soil. Stirring the soil frequently to a depth of five 
or six inches helps to maintain the soil in proper condition. It must be remembered 
that the tender roots of the dahlia will not reach out as readily in search of food, 
in hard ground, as they will in looser soil. The dahlia is a very heavy: “feeder” and 
needs a large, efficient, root system. Also, air and water penetrate more easily into 
loose soil to aid in the chemical transformation of soil elements irto plant food. 

Spade the garden two or three weeks before planting time. Leave the surface 
rough until actual setting of the roots or plants. Never try to “fit’’ the soil when 
it is so wet that it sticks to the tools. Planting should not be started until the soil 
has started to warm up in the spring, which in the latitude of northern Ohio is 
about May 15th to May 20th. Planting may be continued until June 15th or later. 

We suggest planting in furrows or trenches about five inches deep, running the 
length of the row. Place the root flat in the bottom of the trench and cover with 
two or three inches of soil. Fill in the rest of the trench as the plant grows. Rows 
should be at least three, or preferably, four feet apart. Plants in the rows should be 
thirty-six inches apart when planting large sorts. (Small type dahlias sixteen to 
twenty-four inches apart). Stakes to support the plant later, may be driven at 
Planting time, five or six inches from the eye or sprout. In planting green plants, 
we suggest soaking the ball of soil on the roots in a bucket of water for several 
minutes before planting. This eliminates watering after planting, thereby prevent- 
ing ‘‘puddling”’ of the soil surrounding the plants. Our plants require no shading as 
they are well hardened. Plants which have been en route for five or six days may 
be acclimated to open air ccnditions by setting them in the shade for a day or two 
after they are received. We do not recommend wasuinyg the soul off the roots before 
planting as is sometimes done. We have found that shallow planting of plants is 
conducive to better clump formation. For this reason we recommend that the ball 
of soil surrounding the plant in the pot be covered with no more than an inch of 
soil when planted in the garden. 

Many failures with “GREEN PLANTS” are due to improper cultural methods at 
the start of the growing season. Normal growth should be the aim. It is not uncom- 
mon tor the gardener to employ all methods within his knowledge to get his plants 
off to a fast start. A fast growth is also a soft growth which is easily tnjured by the 
heat and dry weather of mid-summer. Such injuries result in a check to the plant 
and a resultant hardening of the plant tissues. When the tissues become hard, or 
woody, they lose their properties to expand, or grow. Thereafter, no greater amounts 
of plant tood can puss up through the stalk than was the case when the hardening 
took place. Growth practically ceases. When this has occurred, first class results 
can be obtained only by cutting the plant back to the ground and starting all over. 
In many cases this will-be too late to obtain blooms. 

Hardening may also be caused by a number of other factors. In some cases the 
condition may have been induced by planting too early, when the soil is too cold for 
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normal growth. Some other factors which may cause this condition are: setting 
plants in the garden which have not been properly “hardened off’’ in cold frames, 
allowing the plants to dry out, excessive water, lack of cultivation, root injuries due 
to insects or fertilizers, as well as a number of others not so common. When growth 
has been normal the plant can cope with conditions which would cause a soft plant 
to suffer a check. 


Cultivate once or twice each weck to a depth of five or six inches in the early 
part of the season. Right next to the plant cultivation should not be as deep or 
some of the roots are likely to be cut off or injured. When the plants are in bloom 
and the spaces between the plants are pretty well filled with foliage no further cul- 
tivation will be necessary. 


Water only in very dry weather. One thorough soaking is far better than several 
light sprinklings. Frequent watering brings the roots too near the surface where 
they are quickly injured by heat or drought. More water will be required after the 
plants start blooming than earlier in the season. 


There are a number of elements in the soil which are needed for proper plant 
growth. Of these elements there are only three which are likely to be present in lesser 
amounts than needed by the plant. They are NITROGEN, PHOSPRORUS, and POT- 
ASH. In order to arrive at an intelligent fertilizer program we must understand the 
purpose of the above elements to the plant. 


NITROGEN is needed for bush growth, dark green foliage, and large flowers. 
Plants growing in soil which is lacking in nitrogen show a yellowish cast to the 
leaves, low growth, failure to develop buds properly, and small flowers of poor color. 
Too much of this element produces a tall growth, soft plants, delays blooming, 
weakens stems, and reduces the keeping qualities of the root in winter storage. It 
will injure leaves and rcots if applied directly, or too close, to them. The common 
sources of nitrogen are cover crops, dried blood, fish scraps, barnyard manures 
and commercial fertilizers. 


PHOSPHORUS is the most important from the dahlia grower‘s standpoint. It is 
essential in all plant functions. It hastens blooming, increaes root development, stif- 
fens the stems, increases the general vitality of the plant, and it overcomes the 
harmful effects of excessive nitrogen as well as certain other adverse soil conditions. 
Phosphorus is not harmful even when applied in excessive quantities. The common 
sources are: super-phosphate, double superphosphate, and bone meal. The latter also 
contains a small amount of nitrogen. 


POTASH increases the general vigor of the plant, it is essential in the chemical 
changes occurring in the plant, and root formation is dependent upon its presence. 
The common sources are. muriate of potash, and sulphate of potash. Hardwood ash- 
es are sometimes used as a source Of potash but are not to be recommended owing 
to their variability in potassium (potash) content. 


As a general thing, it is advisable to broadcast an 0-20-20 fertilizer over the 
garden about two weeks before planting. Five or six pounds per hundred square feet 
of space is a good application. It shculd be thoroughly mixed into the soil when dig- 
ging as the phosphate element is not readily moved down into the soil by water 
action. In some instances, owing to unfavorable soil reactions, it may be advisable to 
concentrate this application in the hole as it is prepared for planting. In this case, 
mix a good handful of the fertilizer in the soil under and around the plant. Avoid 
having any of the fertilizer in direct contact with the roots. This latter method will 
often remedy the failure of plants to make good clumps of roots. 0-20-20 is a com- 
mercial fertilizer formula indicating; no nitrogen elements, 20 per cent phosphorus 
and 20 per cent potash. 


In average garden soil it will not be advisable to apply a nitrogeneous fertilizer 
at planting time, but if experience has proven that satisfactory growth early in the 
season is not possible without it. a small amount of barn-yard manure (well rotted) 
may be mixed with the soil at planting time. Nitrogen fertilizers are more satisfac- 
torily used later in the season, after buds are formed, to give extra size to the blooms. 
A small quantity scattered lightly around the plant, not nearer than a foot from the 
stalk, and watered into the soll will decidedly increase flower size. One or two more, 
very light, applications at intervals of a week or ten days may further increase size. 
Dried blood and sheep manures are commonly available sources of nitrogen at most 
supply dealers. It should be noted that with the application of a nitrogen fertilizer 
the keeping qualities of the roots is reduced. Each subsequent application further 
reduces this keeping property and excessive application will injure the plant, and in 
cases, destroy it. Aiso, such applications tend to reduce the vitality of the stcck for 
the following year. It will be well tor each grower to determine which is of greater 
importance to him; extreme size, or good keeping roots of high vitality. Many leading 
exhibitors sacrifice their stock for utmost size of bloom, and purchase, or grow, other 
stock for the following year. Others try to strike a happy medium and still others 
avoid nitrogen fertilizers for ‘forcing’ and depend on heavy disbudding and pruning 
for comparable results. 


Regardless of which of the above plans are followed, some disbudding must be 
employed to bring out all the size possible in a bloom. After the buds appear it will 
be noted that they usually come in clusters of three. The one in the center is general- 
ly the strongest. Remove the other two and the effort that the plant would expend in 
producing flowers from them goes to the terminal bud which is left. The next two 
or three sets of branches (at each leaf below the terminal bud) may also be removed, 
further increasing the size of the bloom to be produced. Be sure, however, that at 
least one set of branches is left to produce the next flowers. 
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Many varieties have a tendency to grow straight up with a single stalk. If a 
bushy plant is desired pinch out the top of the plant when it is about eighteen 
inches tall. Other varieties may produce too many branches in which case some may 
be cut out. Plants which have been pinched out may be dis-budded as per instruc- 
tions above. 


Successful control of insects is of prime importance in most localities, owing to 
the direct damage they do to the plants and the indirect damage caused by the in- 
sects carrying diseases from one plant to another. The first principles of effective 
control are proper insecticides and thorough applications at frequent intervals. 


DDT has proven so highly successful as a control for many of the insects infest- 
ing dahlias that it is now the basis of nearly all our insect control recommenda- 
tions. On those insects not controlled by DDT, we recommend a material that is 
compatible with DDT and can be used in the same spray or dust. Wherever DDT is 
recommended, either a 5% dust or a spray containing 1 pound of actual DDT per 
hundred gallons is meant unless otherwise specified. 


In the pest control program at our Rocky River farm, we use a spray as it is 
somewhat more effective and the material remains effective for a somewhat longer 
period on the plants. Spraying at intervals of two weeks is sufficient for excellent 
results in controlling most pests. Dusts may need to be applied at weekly or ten day 
acy We suggest that applications be not made oftener than necessary for good 
control. 


The efficiency of DDT is due to the fact that it is long lasting in its effective- 
ness against insects, and because it is not necessary that the insects be present at 
the time of application. Any of the insects controlled by it will be killed simply by 
walking across the sprayed surfaces as much as two weeks after applied. Rain does 
not greatly reduce the effectiveness of the material on the plants. Application 
may be made at any time of the day. DDT is compatible with most insecticides, 
biped ha those containing lime, and may be applied at the same time in one applica- 

on. 

If a dust is preferred, a 5% dust can be purchased ready to use, which will do 
the job as well as dusts of higher concentrations, and with less possibility of ill ef- 
fects to plants. If a 5% dust. can not be purchased in your locality, a dust of higher 
percentage of DDT may be reduced to 5% by adding the proper amount of talc or 
sulphur. Never use lime with DDT. 


For those who prefer a DDT spray, use 1 to 11% level tablespoonfuls of a 50% 
wettable powder to one gallon of water. Double the amount if a 25% powder is 
used, or reduce by one third if using a 75% powder. 


DDT is not soluble in water but mixes readily to form a suspension (materials 
suspended in water). Since it is a suspension, it is necessary to keep the material 
well agitated after mixing until used. In this form (suspension), DDT is not injur- 
ious to the user and can easily be washed off the hands. However, it is well to avoid 
contact of the material with the skin as much as possible. 
rss sprees Be sure the material you purchase is made specifically for application 

plants. 

APHIDS cause a lessening of vitality by sucking plant juices. Easily detected as 
they usually are found in clusters on the stems and around buds. Soft bodied insects 
which remain quite stationary on the plant. They may be black, red or green. Con- 
trol by dusting or spraying with contact insecticides such as nicotine sulfate (Black 
Leaf 40), pyrethrum extracts or rotenone according to manufacturer’s directions. DDT 
is partly effective on aphids but can not be relied upon to control them completely 
at all times. However, the suggested materials for rapid control can be combined 
with DDT. 

CORN BORES drill holes into the stalk, usually at a leaf or branch. They live 
and grow inside the stalk, eventually enlarging their bores until a portion of the 
plant is so weakened that it breaks down. The adult moth of the corn borer lays it’s 
eggs on a leaf. As the eggs hatch the larva starts moving toward the stalk eating tiny 
trails in the leaf surface. It is at this time, only, that control measures are effective. 
DDT is a very effective control. The material must be present on the plant surfaces 
as the eggs hatch and the larva start for the stalk. For best results it may be advis- 
able to apply the DDT at shorter intervals during the short hatching period. Your 
County Agricultural Agent may be able to tell you when that period will be. 


CUCUMBER BEETLES are sometimes quite serious pests of dahlias. They eat 
holes in the petals of the flowers, disfiguring the blooms. There are two common 
types of the cucumber beetle. One is the Twelve Spotted Beetle, characterized by 
twelve black spots on the greenish wings. The other is the Striped Beetle, which 
has alternate black and yellow stripes on the wings. Chlordane, used as a 5% dust 
or aS a spray according to manufacturer’s instructions, has been found highly suc- 
cessful in their control. Cryolite is also an effective control. 


CUT WORMS hide under clods or in the soil during the day and emerge at 
night to cut off young plants, usually at soil level. If these pests are not too numer- 
ous they may be controlled by carefully searching the top inch or two of soil within 
a few inches of the plant and destroying the grub which is often two inches long 
and fleshy. Heavy infestations may be controlled by scattering poison bran mash 
lightly over the garden area. DDT is effective for climbing cutworms and others 
when they must cross sprayed or dusted surfaces. 


GRASSHOPPERS need- no description. Chlordane is very effective against grass- 
hoppers used as for Cucumber Beetles. Damage to dahlias can largely be prevented 
by spraying, or dusting, a wide area around the dahlia plot, thereby killing them 
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before they get to the dahlias. No damage aas been noted to dahlia foliage when 
this material has been applied to plants, and when it is not practical to treat ad- 
joining areas, the spraying of the plants will satisfactorily eliminate the grasshop- 


pers. 

JAPANESE BEETLES which are very destructive to blooms, and their presence 
readily detected, can be controlled by DDT sprays. Treating the soil, in which the 
adult beetles lay their eggs, with DDT will destroy the grubs before they emerge from 
the ground in the spring. Five pounds of a 10% DDT per 1000 square feet is the 
usual recommendation. Lawns thus treated are not harmed. 


LEAF EATING INSECTS AND CATERPILLARS whose presence is evident by their 
eating of foliage. readily controlled by spraying or dusting with stomach poisons such 
as arsenicals. DDT also seems to control, either as a spray or dust. 


LEAF HOPPERS are small greenish-yellow, flying insects which are very active in 
warm weather. Disturbing the plant will cause them to fly rapidly away and they 
can best be detected in this way. They are usually found on the under sides of the 
leaves sucking the plant juices, causing the edges of the leaves to turn yellow, even- 
tually browning and destroying entire leaves at the bottom of the plants. Previous 
controls have not been very effective unless applied every two or three days. DDT 
will control them almost 100%. 


RED SPIDER MITE, or simply red spider, are very small black and white to 
brownish, minute insects, nearly always found cn under sides of the leaves. A mag- 
nifying glass is necessary to see these tiny insects but their damage is apparent by 
browning of the lower, and to lesser degree, the upper surfaces of foliage. Under 
sides of the leaves usually appear to have ‘“‘rusty’’ areas and a sort of silky appear- 
ance. In the past they have not been serious pests of the dahlia except in isolated 
cases. However, if DDT is used as a coutrol for other insects, it is likely that red 
spider mite will be very prevalent and cause much damage if not promptly control- 
led. To make matters worse, DDT kills the predators or parasites which normally 
feed on the mites. 

Parathion has proven very effective in the control of red spider mite when used 
at the rate of one half pound of 15% wettable powder to 100 gallons of water. If a 
dust is preferred, a 1% dust will give excellent results. This can be made by adding 
fourteen pounds of dusting talc to one pound of the 15% powder. Aside from the 
precautions to prevent contamination of the skin and clothing of the operator, it is 
close to ideal. No foliage burn or injury to blooms has been observed. Parathion 
may be used in DDT sprays or dusts, but should not be used oftener than necessary 
to keep red spider under control. 

MALATHION (Malathon), used according to manufacturer’s directions, has been 
found to be fully as effective in the control of red spider as Parathion in tests by 
Dr. R. B. Neiswanaer of the Ohio Experiment Station. Dr. Neiswander has been con- 
ducting tests with a number of miticides, on dahlias, for the past several years. 
Malathion is far less dangerous than Parathion to use, altho closely related, and can 
be used by the home gardener with comparative safety. We suggest those who have 
hesitated to use Parathion, because of it’s tcxic properties to humans, try Malathion. 


TARNISHED PLANT BUGS are small plant bugs about a quarter of an inch 
long, brown mottled with shades of red and yellow. They are seldom seen on the 
plants as they fly away at the slightest disturbance. The bugs puncture the stalk, 
stems and buds, causing small black spots. Growth of stung part is severly checked, 
causing a shortening between nodes of the plant, shortening of stems, and causing 
buds to open one-sided or to fail to open at all. Badly infested plants are short, 
very bushy and never produce presentable blooms. DDT has proven highly effective 
in the control of this troublesome pest which has been very difficut to control 
before. 

THRIPS are very small, light greenish-yellow to dark brown insects which may 
be found by close examination of unfolded leaf tips and among petals of the flowers. 
A magnifying glass will aid in finding them as they are almost invisible to the naked 
eye. They cause malfcrmed, dark spotted and blistered appearance of the leaves 
and often result in stunting of the plants. They are easily controlled with DDT. The 
Tarter Emetic and brown sugar spray, previously recommended, is still considered an 
adequate spray material. 

Considerable success in keeping down the ravages of pests has been obtained by 
some growers by frequent, over-head watering, during the hottest part of the day. 
The water is turned on for a couple of hcurs every two or three days. This method is 
more practical on light, well drained soils than on the heavier soils which may be- 
come saturated to the detriment of the plant. 

DISEASES rob the plants of vitality, and in the case of some diseases, eventual- 
ly destroy the plants. Control methods require destruction of all infected plants as 
the symptoms become apparent. Control of insects prevent spread. 

MILDEW, common in the fall, is well-known. Control by dusting the under side 
of lower leaves with dusting sulphur, about Sept. lst. One application will suffice 
for the season. 

After the frost has destroyed the plants in the fall cut the stalk off at the 
ground. An ordinary saw is fine for this. If possible leave the clump in the ground 
for a week or ten days before digging. A long tined fork is best for digging the 
@umps. Be careful not to break or even strain the necks of the tubers. One person, 
with a fork, on each side of the clump to be dug can lift the clump out with less 
damage. Do not leave the clumps exposed to the sun or wind for more than a few 
minutes. If the clumps are too moist to store at once dry them off a bit in the 
shade or basement. Cut the stalk off to within a couple of inches of the crown. 
This largely helps to prevent stem rot later. 
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Winter storage of clumps offers a problem for which it is difficult to make 
specific recommendations. No method is universally satisfactory. It is often nec- 
essary to try several methods before hitting upon one which fits your particular con- 
ditions. For that reason we will outline a few of the ones which have proven to be 
among the most successful. 

(1) Most primitive, but very good, is the digging of the clump with as much 
soil adhering as possible. The clump in the soil is stored in a cool part of the base- 
ment or fruit cellar, usually with some additional cover. If roots start to shrivel, a 
little water may be added to the soil. - 

(2) Clumps are placed right side up in a single layer on the floor, or speciall 
made frames, and soil filled in around them leaving the crown and stalk exposed. 
Enough water is added from time to time to keep the soil moist enough for growth. 

(3) Clumps may be cleaned by washing and packed in boxes or barrels with 
some packing medium to fill in the spaces between the roots. Such materials as 
sand, ashes, peat moss, shavings, sawdust, leaves and like materials have been used 
for this purpose for many years. However, since the recent development of ex- 
panded mica, sold under such trade names as Terralite, Agrilite, Vermiculite, etc., it 
has been found that this material is far superior to any of the others. It is sterile 
and its properties for absorbing and holding excess moisture tends to maintain a 
nearly ideal condition around the roots. We are recommending this as a starting 
method for beginners. , 

(4) If large quantities of clumps are being stored, they may be packed tightly 
together in barrels or boxes without being washed and the container tightly covered 
with several layers of newspaper. No packing medium is used in this case, the close 
packing of the clumps tending to prevent excessive evaporation. 

There are two schools of thought in regard to proper preparation of the clumps 
prior to packing away. One favors a thorough drying of the clumps before they 
are put away. The other prefers packing the clumps immediately after digging 
unless they are extremely wet. We believe in the latter method, which has been 
successful for us, because it more nearly simulates conditions of the wild state of 
the dahlia plant, where it remains in the ground all year around. Method No. 2 
above probably comes closest to the native state of wintering, and were it not for 
the space needed for it, and ‘“‘housing’”’ of so much soll, it would be nearest ideal. 

Regardless of method used for storing, it is very important that an examination 
of the clumps be made about once a month during the storage period. If it is found 
that rot or mold has set in, greater air circulation should be provided. If roots are 
aki apes it may be necessary to add a little moisture and give the containers more 
covering. 

Ideal storage temperatures are from forty to forty five degrees, altho no notice- 
able harm occurs at temperatures down to just above freezing and up to sixty five 
or seventy degrees. Proper humidity of the air in the storage room is an aid to 
good results; it being advisable in some cases to place a pail or tub of water in the 
storage room. In other cases it will be advisable to provide for additional circulation 
or drying of the air. Experience and observation will eventually determing a suc- 
cessful method for your conditions. 

The clumps may be divided at any time but it is best to wait until the eyes or 
sprouts show distinctly. Never plant the entire clump. For best results divide it so 
that there is but one sprout to each division. Usually good clumps wil) average four 
Or more divisions.

How To Handle Cut Flowers So They Will Keep 


The life of dahlia blooms after they are cut may be very much prolonged by @ 
few simple precautions taken at the time of cutting. 

First of all, cut only FULLY MATURED blooms. Flowers with a withered petal or 
two on the back will keep longer, under similar conditions, than young blooms. If 
desired, the withered petals may be picked, or cut off. Cut a longer stem than will 
be necessary in the vase or cuntainer, for which the flowers are wanted. 

Cut the flowers early in the morning before they start to wilt, or in the evening 
after they have revived from the effects of the sun and winds of the day. Make the 
cut with a sharp knife so that the microscopic tubes in the stem, which supply 
water to the flower head, are not crushed. 

Flowers should be cut at least eight hours before it is planned to use them. 
As soon after cutting as possible, the stems should be placed in coo] water in a cool 
draftless part of the basement. When putting the flowers in water in the base- 
ment, it is to considerable.advantage, to trim off an inch or two of the stem under 
water. This cuts off the portion of the stem into which air may have entered the 
microscopic tubes and choked off the supply of water passing up to the flower 
head. When the supply of water fails, of course the flowers will wilt. 

After the period of “hardening” or “finishing” in the basement, the flowers may 
be used for their intended purpose. In placing them in their permanent containers 
it is well to again trim off a small portion of the stem under water. In fact, this 
should be done each time the stem is out of water for more than a moment. Use 
only CLEAN water and CLEAN containers; factors which are important but often 
overlooked. Thereafter change the water once a day and trim off the stems. Set 
the containers out of direct sunlight and drafts. Follow the foregoing suggestioas 
and you will find the dahlia a long-lasting flower. 
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
